by playing near third, the shortstop 
‘could cut off his hits. 

Toney Guessed Right. 

“IT asked Toporcer to play over 
there and he did not move to the po- 
sition I indicated,’’ Toney said. **Then 
when Heathcote hit through that 
very spot I walked over and_ told 
‘him that he should have done as I 
directed and that if he had Chicago 
would not have scored. 

“He told me that~he could play 
short and that I had better get in 
there and pitch instead of telling 
him what to do.

The only other course open to Meiklejohn 
was to manage the transition from the old to 
the new faculty delicately and skillfully. He 
was not skillful, nor wholly delicate, and some 
of his supporters were wholly. clumsy and very 
indelicate. The fact that the old were old was, 
I am afraid, rubbed into them. The fact that 
they were on the shelf was pointed out to 
them. Differences of educational theory and 
differences. of opinion were identified with the 
tragedy of the older men and the assertiveness 
of the younger men. Bitter things were said 
and repeated. The older faculty thought their 
back was to the wall. The defense of the old 
Amherst spirit became inextricably entangled 
with the defense of their own position. 

, What this old Amherst feeling is like and 
how it reacted to President Meiklejohn is well 
fllustrated by the following letter by Robert 
Frost, one of the leading American poets and 
at the time of this letter professor of English 
at Amherst. Mr. Frost, as it happens, was a 
Meiklejohn appointee. But his letter expresses 
what is in the hearts of the old faculty and 
the older alumni: 

Amherst, Mass.. Feb. 2, 1920. 

Dear Mr. Breed: 

I am forced after all to give up the idea

Where formerly there had been three evenly 
divided groups in the faculty, one pro- 
Meiklejohn, one anti, and one on —the 
fence, there were now two factions only and 
most of the neutral group were in the anti- 
Meiklejohn faction.

Kong to Yokohama in 17 days, 
despite two severe storms encoun- 
tered off the coast of Japan, the 87- 
ton schooner Dywn Wen, bearing its 
owner, Dr. Robért Ellis of Portland, 
Ore., and 10 others, has set sail for 
the United States.

There were other trustees, and they | 
|\were the decisive ones, who voted 
‘against Meiklejohn because, for goud 
‘reasons or bad, he was unable to 
'manage his faculty. The test for 
them was his capacity to keep peace 
‘at Amherst. He could not keep che 
‘peace. He could not command a ma- 
‘jority of the faculty, and so they 
‘say what else could they do but ask 
‘him to go. They point as justifica- 
tion to his final speech, where ‘e 
said: “I expect to be in the minority, 
and institutions must inevitably be in 
the hands of majorities.” For they 
ask how they could have left the 
institution of Amherst in the hands 
of one who always expects to be in 
a minority? 

At the end, neutrality on the part 
of the trustees would not have saved 
Meiklejohn. One thing only could 
have saved him. That was the deci- 
sive vote of confidence by the trus- 
tees. Meiklejohn asked for such 4 
yote, believing that with it he could 
overcome the opposition, which 
was then over two-thirds of the 
faculty. But the majority of the 
trustees had lost confidence in him, 
the decisive minority had not 
enough confidence to vote unre- 
servedly in his favor. Without a 
vote of confidence from the trus- 
tees the opposition in the faculty 
was bound to fight harder. There 
would be no peace. The only alter- 
natives left were active support by 
all the trustees against two-thirds 
of the facuity, or the resignation of 
Mr. Meiklejohn. 

Amherst has lost a fine educator 
and a great spiritual leader of youth 
‘because he was an unsuccessful 
leader of men. He did magnificent- 
ly with the students. He failed lam- 
enatbly with the grown-ups. He 
could in: pire, but he could not man- 
age.

Meikiejohn’s Amherst was a ma- 
chine that simply would not work 
‘Rut inefficient as it was, it pro- 
duced as remarkable a student body 
‘as I have ever encountered. Hope- 
less as it was, it made Amherst one 
of the most distinguished smal! col- 
‘leges in America.

Qeowe now know that the man who 

drove down the hill, on a day in 187

two fine horses, and put up at the Nolan Hotel 
for the night, giving his name as J. D. Howard, 
farmer and stock man, looking for a location, 
was Jesse James, Missourian, who turned his 
hand at odd times to deeds of banditry. 

J. D. Howard, farmer and stock man, found 
Humphreys County, and particulariy Big Bot- 
tom, on the Tennessee River, to his taste and 
that is why the two years that ensued are silent 
years if the biographies of Jesse James, bandit. 
During those two years, while Jesse James was 
im prudent retirement from main traveled 
reads, J. D. Howard of Big Bottom was giving 
himself to gentlemanly enjoyments. 

Outside of this remote region the story of 
those silent years has not been told, but the 
old timers tell it now, chuckling over their 
hoarded recollections, and the stories they tell 
reveal a new Jesse James. 

It was as J. D. Howard, gentleman farmer, 
that James lived in Big Bottom, indulging his 
sporting fancy for the racing of his owa fast 
Sorses at county fairs, buying and selling 
stock, coming and going, hailing neighbors and 
hailed by them, going to church on Sunday and 
striking hands with the brethren, giving voice 
to psalm and hymn, counting it no hypocriay to 
join a few géntiemen on a week day evening in 
a friend)y game of poker, a man among men. 

Tf it be objected that, as a poor poker play- 
er, Jesse James was not running true to form. 
the answer is that he played poker, as he did 
everything else, not as Jesse James, but as J. 
D. Howard, gentleman farmer. carrying his pose 
so far as to pretend even a persona! cowardice. 
leet anyrone might déscover in him anv of the 
traits of thagJesse James whose exploits were 
of euch a different character.

The evidence that Howard was James has 
been accumulating through the years and has 
reached the stage of certainty through the in- 
vestigations eof J. Ben Fuqua, now Common- 
wealth Atterney of Humphrevs County, prompt- 
ed by interest in the history of the region. 

Uncle Dan Goodrich, now 35 years oid, hap- 
pened to go to the door of his store that day 
‘fe 3376 when the new wagon, drawn by two 
Deabiiful horses, came down the hill. with a 
man and a Woman and two children in it. and 
erossed the railroad track and drew up at the 
Nolan Hotel. Migrations of families, carrving 
seant belongings, were not unusual then and 
he gave the arrivals no more than casual <-ru-

When Howard came to town and joined the 
circle of gentlemen in laisurely converse about 
the courthouse square, he took good care that 
nobody was behind him. And W. A. McCutch- 
eon, who ran the Nolan Hotel, had occasivn to 
discover a fastidious idiosyncracy on his part, 
in that he would never sleep in the same room 
with another person. If McCutcheon could not 
provide him with an unshared room, he went 
out to the barn and spent the night with “Red 
Fox,” contriving, it is supposed, to guard him- 
seif in some manner there against surprise.

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He did not wear weapens conspicuously, al- 
though in those days guns were gentlemanly 
impedimenta, and he only occasionally permit- 
ted himself exhibitions of the markmanship 
which was his pride. Once, at a barbecue at the 
fair ground there was a thieving dog that was 
making off with a piece of meat and a wish was 
expressed that someone would go after it and 
kill it to stop its depredations. 

Howard stepped to his saddlebags, hanging 
on a stall nearby, and brought one of his icng- 
barreled pistols and, scarcely seeming to take 
aim, he sent a bullet after che fleeing dog 
which terminated its thieving career then and 
there. His marksmanship was a startling sur- 
prise to those who witnessed it.

But this unsual case in which a real mother’s 
affection was pitted against the devotion of a 
f ter mother ends only to usher in another just 
as extraordinary, and Ida Georgine is to play, 
innocently as before, the leading role in an- 
ether d1-ma of the courtroom. When the story 
of her brief existence in the world shall have 
been told a second time and lawyers shall hive 
matched their wits again, a jury in the Fed2r-! 
Court at Muskogee, Ok., will decide whether or 
not she shal! be the sole heiress to all the lands 
and all the houses and all the wealth of the late 
Joseph Alexander, known as the Southwest's 
“notato king,”’ who, Miss Dunlap alleges, is the 
baby’s father. 

So, displaying considerably more interest in 
her dolls than in the prospect of becoming an 
heiress, Ida Georgine is in process of becoming 
adjusted to her new family connections. She

Though the chances are favorable that the 
Court will look kindly upon little Ida Georgine’s 
claim for the estate, it will not be won without 
a fight. Alexander, a bachelor, who died some 
three months after the child was born, failed 
to mention her or her mother in his will, made 
shortly before his death. That instrument 
named as his heirs only the members of his im- 
mediate family—his . stepmother, Mrs. J. H. 
Alexander of New York; two sisters, Mrs. Miles 
Dickens of Fort Smith gnd Mrs. A. S. Wyley 
of Muskogee, Ok.; three half-eisters, Mrs. Lee 
Kelly of Fort Smith, Mrs. Maud Janey and Miss 
Kate Alexander of New York, and his brother, 
Thompson Alexander of Fort Smith. 

His holdings, variously estimated to be 
worth anywhere from a million and a half to 
three million dollars, consist of some 15,000 
acres of fertile farm land along the Arkansas 


River in Arkansas and Oklahoma and numer- 
ous pieces of town property, including a rice 
plant in Lonoke County, Ark., a cotton gin and 
32 residences and business lots at Moffett, OkK.; 
a rice plantation at Stuttgart, Ark., and various 
tracts of land in Louisiana and Texas. It is 
heirship to this fortune that is claimed for Ida 
Georgine in the suit filed at Muskogee. The 
estate is still in the hands of the executor, 
Thompson Alexander, who has been operating 
it as a unit since his brother’s death.

That adoption and the circumstances attend- 
ing it were the factors upon which the recent 
contest was based and upon which Judge Hart- 
mann ruled that Ida Georgine is to go back to 
her mother. 

Just whet the circumstances really were de- 
pends on which side is telling the story—and 


both were supported by numervus witnesses at 
the trial+—but the story that carried most 
weight with the Judge was that of the mother.

Her understanding was, she

After the funeral and when the three months” 
period had expired, Miss Dunlap related, she re- 
turned to St. Louis and, calling at the hospital 
for her baby, learned for the first time that it 
had been adopted by the Boenings. She then 
went immediately to them, she said, offering 
to reimburse them for all expenses incurred in 
the care of the child, but was met by a flat re- 
fusal to part with the little one. It was then 
that she got the only glimpse of the baby that 
she had had since she was born. 

“Finally,” she said, “I went back home, with 


the understanding that the Boenings were to 


ke under consideration the surrender of the 


‘baby, and I frequently wrote to them, but my 


letters were returned unopened, as was a little 
gift that I sent the baby on her first birthday. 
I made three more trips to St. Louis within the 
year, too, but never was able to get possession 
of my little girl or even to see her. I didn’t 
have money enough to bring court action then. 
Mr. Alexander was always good and kind to me 
during his life and gave me plenty of money, 
but in his will, which was a hastily arranged 
affair, just before his death, nothing was left 
t- me.

In the Catholic chapel in the Federal Prison at 
Leavenworth is a series of sacred mural paintings 
done by a prisoner there who won a pardon because 
of his profoundly reverent artistry. Father Hayden, 
who has studied the Leavenworth paintings, says: 

“They cannot compare with Sasanoff’s work here 
at Atianta. which I regard as.one of the finest 
mural decorations I have seen anywhere.” 

One Atianta prisoner, “J. F. B.,” dropped into 
poetry when he saw Sasanoff's painting, writing a 
piece of verse in praise of it and of its creator. 

Max Sasanoff is by no means an amateur in this 
branch of art. He is said to have canvases hung 
in several well-known art galleries. His acclaimed 
masterpiece, other than the prison mural group, is 
a painting with a World War setting. This picture 
hangs now in the Library of Congress, at Washing- 
ton. Thousands of copies of it were printed for 
distribution during the wear. 

In the two years Sasanoff sang with the Metro- 
politan Opera Company his tenor voice won much 
favorable comment from New York critics. He has 
appeared also with the Boston Opera Company. He 
made a tour of the United States with the American 
Society of Singers. One of the most delightful fea- 
tures of the chapel services in the Federal prison 
is his singing. He is a willing soloist and always 
eager to please his audience.

We called them all 
together for a conference and the 
little old mother explained why 
she preferred the poorhouse to the 
homes of her relatives. 


“TIT am treated as if I was some- 
body here. We have church and 
we have music and we dance the 
Virginia reel. When we are sick 
we are taken to the clinics. Fine 
ladies come and take us for auto 
rides and we go to all the nice 
parks” 

“ ‘Why, there’s always a seat for 
you in my car and you know it,’ 
burst forth the son-in-law. ‘Yes, 
a seat,’ sneered the old mother. 
‘A seat, but no attention. And 
there’s kindness here, and quiet, and_ rest,’ 
she went on at great length when we had 
commanded the daughters and son-in-law to hold 
their sharp, unruly tongues and let the mother 
for once have her say.

But she still comes back 
to visit the friends~she made here and she tells us 
conditions are better with her now. 

“When she departed she asked if she might keep 
the black sateen dress. ‘It’s the first whole new 
dress I’ve had of my own since I can remember,’ 
she said. ‘All the time I was raising those six girls 
I never had a new dress and since they've had 
money of their own they never seem to think I 
would care for 2 whole new dress that wasn’t made 
over at all.” We couldn't let her keep it. It belon?ed 
to the city. ‘But it’s got my name on it,’ she argued. 
Still, she had to be resigned to parting 
with it.”’

Why do certain animals 
shine’? What is the explana- 
t@on of the ghostly “fox-fire” 
in the heart of the forest at 
midnight? All who have ob- 
served the phosphorescence 
of the sea have marveled at 
this strange phenomenon of 
nature. 

But physical science and 
biological science, working 
together. have pretty largely 
explained the fundamental 
chemistry and biology of 
light-bearinganimals. Doubt- 
less some of the romance has 
been taken away: the mys- 
tery is po longer mysterious 
to bim who runs and reads. 

In very simple terms it 
may be explained fhat all of 
this animal-produced light is 
due to the oxidation or burn- 
ing up of a complex sub- 


tion of luciferin with visible luminescence. 

There are hundreds or even thousands of species 
of fixhes that shine in the water by their own light 
Most of them live at great depths of the sea where 
stygian darkness prevails day and night. In the 
American Museum in New York City the visitor is 
taken into a perfectly dark room where conditions 
approximating those on or near the sea bottom pre- 
vail. Here the various species of fish are arranged, 
each with its luminous organs electrically lighted, 
which shows clearly the appearance of these fish 
under natural conditions at great ocean depths 

A few examples of light-bearing fishes are de- 
scribed by Dr. Dahigren in the following paragraphs 

“Certain small, black sharks living’ in very deep 
water have the lower surface studded with thousands 
of small. even microscopic, lights that give the effect 
of a bright steady glow all over this surface The 
animaisare found in nearly all seas at depihs of 
from 500 to more than 1500 fathoms.

Recent action of Jewish rabbis in petitioning the President and Congress to re-_ 
voke their privilege of issuing wine for religious use to families of their con- 
gregations, because of abuse of the practice by bootleggers, leads to discussion 
of the origin of wine—Distinguished physician’s theory that it originated i in pre- 
historic times because a substitute was required for polluted water is cited. 


TRANGE as the fact may seem at first 
flash, a considerable body of men author- 
ized under the Federal prohibition laws to 
supply genuine wine by the gallon to many 
thousands of families has petitioned Presi- 
dent Harding and the United States Con- 
gress to withdraw that permission. 

Possibly even stranger yet, it is a fact that here 
in St. Louis liveg;a man who in the past two years 
might have supplied, without violating any law, 5200 
gallons of wine to 260 St. Louis families, and who 
has limited his privilege to about 140 gallons in all. 

Throughout the country it is said that similarly 
slight use of this authorization is being made by 
those entitled to supply wine to families. These men 
may or may not be prohibitionists. Some of them 
undoubtedly are, others undoubtedly are not. But 
they appear to be virtually a unit in the feeling that, 
because of certain circumstances, their legal per- 
mission to distribute wine in any quantity should 
be revoked. 

Let a portion of your curiosity be appeased forth- 
with. These men are Jewish rabbis. 

It is a tradition of Judaism that any 10 men may 
form a synagogue, choosing one of their number as 
rabbi, or pastor. Under the prohibition laws of 
the United States, rabbis may supply wine to mem- 
bers of their congregations, for religious use in their 
homes, not more than 10 gallons a vear to a family. 

The request of the rabbis for revocation of the 
wine-issuing privilege is merely one of the side-line 
events in the grand arena where “wets” and “drys” 
are supposed to be joined for a finish fight. It bears 
but an insignificant relation to the main bout. and 
yet it possesses high human interest because it serves 
to open discussion on the engaging question, “Why 
is wine?” Who invented wine, or discovered it? 
When and how was it invented or discovered? What 
or has been, its paramount province in the human 
economy? 

The discussion takes us back beyond King Tut- 
ankhamen, far back bevond, even into the inchoate 
mists-of an antiquity perhaps antedating the cave 
man. Science, religion and politics are concerned 
in the discussion. ® 
4 But first, further to appease your curiosity, let it 
be explained briefly just why the Jewish rabbis 
request that their wine-distributing privilege be re- 
voked. Instances have béen known in which wine. 
obtained by persons qualified to act as rabbis, has 
been sold commercially by persons who are not 
Jews. This form of bootlegging has aroused the re- 
ligious leaders of Judaism, both reformed and. ortho- 
dox, causing them to demand a change in the law 
that will make such abuse impossible. 

The Jewish Congregations of America. in recent 
conference, voted to petition the President and Con- 
gress to revoke the authority for sale of wine 
through rabbis. s The Conference of Liberal Rabbis, 
represented in St. Louis by Rabbis Harrison. Thur- 
man, Witt and Miller, did likewise. The matter now 
is up to the White House and the Capitol. 

Nonalcoholic grape juice. the rabbis aver. will 
answer all the requirements of the Jewish religion. 

This simple statement of the proposition with re- 
spect to religion leads to a consideration of the 
scientific aspect of wine. It leads back through our 
hundred years of antialcoholic agitation in America. 
which resulted three years ago in the adoption of the 
prohibition amendment to the Federal Constitution, 
followed by the enactment of the Volstead act for 
enforcement of that amendment; back through all 
the wine-bibbing centuries, past St. Paul. with his 
admonition to take a little wine for thy stemach’s 
sake, past old Father Noah of the relapse from so- 
briety as recorded in. the Hebrew Scripture, past 
the bibuleus feast of King Nebuchadnezzar of like 
record, past all instances of the use of alcoholic 
drink recorded in ancient profane history: back and 
beyond, to the dim, unbugled era of the human 
emerging from the brute. 

A St. Louvisan who harks back to first principles 
in the matter of wine took occasion recently to cite 
& paper written a few years ago by one of the noted 
Drs. Mayo of Minnesota. The theory advanced was 
that wine was invented or discovered by the prehis- 
toric man who still clothed himself in skins and 
hardly yet had acquired the habit of walking ailto- 
gether erect. His fingers still were longer than 
the normal digits of today, and their capability of 
grasping limbs of trees for climbing and for arboreal 
transportation far surpassed that of the tree 
climbing lad of this age. His toes also, perhaps, 
remained much more prehensile than are those of 
civilized man. 

Faint glimmerings of reason began to inform the 
brain behind the hairy brows of this very early man.

Like all of his innumer-~ 
able progeny of this era, he required some kind of 
drink for the mdistening of his imterior economy.

Wine in Jewish Religious Ceremonies 
(Prof. Louis Ginzberg, in United Synagogue 
Recorder.) 


E expression, “sacramental wine.” as 
applied to the glass of wine in Jewish rit- 
ual, is a misnomer, for the simple reason 
that Judaism, or at least rabbinical Juda- 

ism, knows nothing of sacraments. The use of 
wine fm religious ceremonies of the Jews is, 
however, manifold, and is of high antiquity. 
- * * We want to state emphatically 
that at no time did Jewish law express any 
preference for fermented above unfermented 
wine in home ceremonies. With regard to the 
“most frequent use of wine in religious ceremo- 
nies, namely. that of ushering in the Sabbath. 
the undisputed form of the Talmud is: “One 
may press out a bunch of grapes and recite over 
it the Kiddush.” In the discussion on this 
point in the Taimud it is made very clear that 
this statement is to be interpreted not merely 
as permitting the use of unfermented wine ip 
emergency when none other can be obtained. 
but even when fermented wine is available new 
wine may be used. The statement frequently 
made that fermerted wine should preferably 
be used for religious ceremonies is based on a 

misunderstanding. 


that might be viewed as an interference with re- 
ligious liberty. There is no such interference in our 
case, as there is no authority for requiring the use 
of fermented wine. 

“In the case of the Jews, the wine privilege is 
more open to possible abuse than in Christian bodies, 
as the Christians have their sacramental services 
in church. while the Jewish use of wine, or of a sub- 
stitute for fermented wine, is largely in the home. 

“Every Friday night, with the coming in of the 
Sabbath, a small quantity of wine. or its substi- 
tute, is drunk in t home. On the eves of holidays, 
at weddings and other festal occasions, the same use 
is made. In the proper carrying out of these cus- 
toms. and under a conscientious distribution of the 
wine. fo Jew would drink enough at any one time 
to hurt him. But that is not the pommt. We do not 
wish to be in the position of claiming a special privi- 
lege on religious grounds, especially as our religion 
does not really require it: and we do not wish to be 
blamed for the evasions of the law which some men, 
posing as rabbis. are carrying on.” 

Rabbi Witt quoted from an address issued by 
Rabbi Edward Kalish of Richmond, Va., chairman 
of the rabbinical conference at Cape May. as to the 
abuses which have come to light. and as to the suf- 
ficiency of grape juice to meet the religious require- 
ments of the Jews. 

Rabbi A. E. Halpern of Congregation B'Nai 
3. er * Amoona, orthodox, said he knew of no instances here 
2 in which the provisions of the prohibition law, for 
issuance of wine through rabbis, had been abused. 

“The congregations here have all been in ex- 
istenmce since a good while before the prohibition 
period,” he said, “and I have not heard of any smal! 
group attempting to pose as a synagogue in order to 
get- wine privileges. Apparently there have been 
such abuses in some cities. for some of the eminent 
rabbis have taken up the matter. 

“My congregation is still using wine, but-we will 
be ready to change to grape juice if necessary. Dr. 
Louis Ginzberg of the Theological Seminary in New 
York, who is one of the foremost authorities on qnur 
ritual, has declared that fermented wine is not essen- 
tial, but that the Talmud and codes permit the use 
of the unfermented. 

“In the past two years I have issued about 140 
gallons of wine to my congregation, under the pro- 
visions of the law. There are 260 families in the 
congregation. so at the rate of 10 gallons to a family, 
I might haye issued 5200 in that time, if I had been 
trying to issue as much as possible. In my own 
family I use wine at the beginning and end of each 
Sabbath and on festal occasions, and the amount re- 
quired is perhaps three gallons a year. 

“We know that the wine mentioned in the Bible 
was fermented wine, but most of our leaders do not 
feel that this fact requires us to seek any special 
privilege now, yet there are some of the older rabbis 
who feel that no substitute for wine can be accept- 
able, and ILhope some way can be found to avoid any 
measures which would work a hardship on them” 

Rabbi Julian Miller of Temple B’Nai El, reformed, 
said he never had occasion to use the 1 privilege 
of issuing wine, as grape juice is us in the cere- 
monies of the synagogue and in household ceremo- 
nies. He said that abus¢gs of the wine privilege, 
committed by a few persons, tended to discredit 
Judaism generally, and he strongly favors the move- 
ment to do away with the law conferring this privi- 
lege, so that the Jewish religionists will not be in 
the position of asking epécial favors. 

The views of Rabbi*Leon Harrison, who was out 
of the city when these ineutries were made, are 
said to be in accord with the other rabbis as to the 
propriety of the use of unfermented grape juice in 
Jewish religious observances.

thelial cells of the skin is lens-shaped 
ind slightly protruding. Beneath this 
somes the main mass of the light cells, 
which extends downward somewhat be- 
low the inner surface of the general 
epithelial layer and consists- of the 
inner epithelial cells of this region. 
These epithelial light cells are large 
secrete luciferin, which is con- 
tained in little pockets in the cyto- 
plasm touching the surface of the cell. 
The tight is produced by internal com- 
bustion. the luciferin being oxidized 
in situ. 

‘‘Behind this mass of light cells comes 
the reflector, which is a cup-shaped 
layer of ‘connective tissue, the platelike 
cells of which are filled with tiny crys- 
tals of some organic substance, proba- 
bly guanin. that collectively have the 
power of reflecting light. Even after 
fixation, staining and mounting in bal- 
sam, this reflector continues to throw 
back light from a thin section so that 


rn a 


it forms a bright silvery layer on the 
microscope slide. The reflector is lined 
on its back side with a thin layer of 
black pigment cells, which further pre- 
vent the light from passing into the tis- 
sues of the body. 

“Light organs of this essential struc- 
ture, but of various shapes and sizes, 
and placed on all parts of the body, 
though usually on the lower surface, are 
found in nearly all the other luminous 
teleost fishes. It remains to describe 
a teleost fish—Photoblephron—which 
has evolved a method of external com- 
bustion. It is found in the Pacific 
Ocean. 

“This fish has two light organs, one 
under each eye. The light organ is 
large and is furnished with a reflector 
and inner pigment mantle almost exact- 
ly like the organ just described. The 
light cells are composed of epithelial 
cells of the basal layer, and this is in- 
vaginated into a series of tubular glands
